Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc comprises 2D and 3D versions of a feature, and a number of additional 
components. The 2D version of the feature was originally examined as a 35mm film by the 
Office of Film and Dterature Classification (OFLC No. 0900057, registered on 5 February 2009). 
The film was classified ‘Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 18 years’ with the descriptive note ‘Contains horror, 
violence, sex scenes and offensive language’. As well as the 3D version of the feature, the Blu-ray 
disc also contains extended and deleted scenes, which mainly consist of extra dialogue, two 
behind-the-scenes featurettes, an alternate ending, and a gag reel. There is nothing in the extra 
material that would require a different classification to that given to the original film.
